now Lake Harbor). The following year, to facili 
adjoining lands, Richard J, Bolles dug his 12 mil 
crossing the New River (Ft. Lauderdale) and Miami Cana 
bisecting the Okeelanta settlement. The first road ever projected 
from the East Coast to the Glades was to have run due west from 
Lake Worth to Okeelanta, using in part, the bank of this canal. 
Believe it or not, money for this road was raised three times) 
but, as we know, the road has not yet been built. 

Bolles finished his canal and roughly leveled canal bank 
in January 1916, but it became quite evident that the county 
had no intention of continuing even this poor grade. Consequent- 
ly, a delegation of 18 irate citizens from Okeelanta made the 160 
mile (each way) and four day trip to West Palm Beach via Ft. 
Lauderdale to protest. The result was that a special road district 
was formed and an election was called to vote a $150,000.00 
bond issue. The only voting precinct in the Everglades was at 
Ritta, and in the whole Glades only 13 resident freeholders were 
cligible to vote, most of them being from Okeelanta. With the 
help of our 13 votes the bonds were voted, but the money did 
no good. It was wasted in an unsuccessful attempt to build the| 
road from West Palm Beach westward through the Loxahatchee 
Slough, a project on which three contractors went broke. 

In 1918 Dr, Lait was elected the first county commissioner 
from the Glades. With his help an additional $69,000.00 was 
'aised and the road route shifted south to the solid banks of the 
Palm Beach Canal, By 1921 this had been paved to Lexshatchee 
Dairy and a muck grade — unlevelled and without brisiges —- had 
been thrown up as far as Belle Glade, with a branch from Six- 
Mile-Bend to Okeelanta, but the latter was impassible. 

As an example of what a {rip to the County Seat was like 
at that time, John Newhouse, the historian of Okeelanta, relates 
that in the spring of 1922, he accompanied a patty who started 
at sun rise from Okeelanta, They drove to South Bay and 
crossed the canal on a small ferry-barge then drove south a mile 
to the dyke of what now is South Florida Conservancy District. 
This they followed to the Hillsboro Canal where, at Six-Mile- 
Bend, a crossing was again made by barge. Dinner was eaten at 
the now-vanished village of Geerworth. Palm Beach Canal was 
ferried at Twenty-Mile-Bend and the party arrived in West 
Palm Beach just as the sun was setting, Both the dyke and the 
road grade had been roughly — and he meant roughly — 
levelled by the settlers, but by dint of low gear, pry poles and 
swimming canals to, untie ferries, it was possible to reach the 
Court House in one day instead of the two required by boat via 
Ft. Lauderdale. 

An additional $350,000.00 was voted in 1921 but was not 
sufficient to complete the road to the Glades, so in 1925 $990,- 

vas voted. With this money seven identical, steel, 
one-way-traffic bridges were ordered, five of which were erected 
—at Twenty-Mile-Bend, Six-Mile-Bend, Belle Glade, South Bay 
d Canal Point. The one at Lake Harbor was installed con-! 
siderably later. 
om the canal bank, Meanwhile, the bank in West Palm Beach 
in which the road funds were deposited, closed its doors and the 
bond money was forever lost. i 

The Ft. Lauderdale Herald of November 9, 1925 noted that 
at Okeelanta the bridge tender's house had been ereceted and 
th bridg l was on hand. And there-it remained “on hand” 
for wear 's, rusting and forgotten. 

Now, it so happened, that at some subsequent date the 
Glades were experiencing one of their recurring floods. Relief 
from Tallahassee was sure to be slow and likely to be unsatis- 
factory, so some of the Lake farmers, with their customary direct 
pproach, sallied down the tanal determined to remove the dam 
t Twenty-Mile-Bend. Upon their arrival there, to their dismay, 
ney discovered that their expedition had been anticipated, and 
the Davie farmers had entrenched themselves with the avowed 
ntention of protecting the dam, The Lake men, admitting de- 
returned to Okeelanta, and for lack of a better place, 
d their several boxes of dynamite in a weed grown field

In course of time a certain Riley Griffin, lately tender of 
the “Temporary Lock” in the Lauderdale canal, had returned to 
Okeelanta and decided to plant a crop in this same field, Being 
appraised of the dynamite, he removed it to what he considered 
to be a place of safety, that is, on the stack of bridge girders, 
directly across the canal from J. M. Baker's store. This done, 
he set fire to the grass and repaired to South Bay. During his 
sence, as might have been expected, the fire reached the 
powder boxes, reduced the bridge to twisted junk, and: blew out 
1l windows in Okeelanta. Upon Griffin's return, Baker 
him for the calamity fin vehemently protested his 
scence, declaring with undeniable cracker logic, that it could 
fault inasmuch as he was not even in town at 
ne time of the blast. Words led to blows, and in the resulting 
affle both parties fell off the dock“and the fracas ended in a 
the waters of the canal.

Of the eight projects, one is 
under contract. two are ready 
for letting. Of the five left. 
Avenue “E project is nearest 
ready for letting. 


Water Works 

Top engineers, so proclaimed 
and accepted at the time, have 
several times prepared plans 
for Belle Glade’s water works 
designed for needs for the for- 
seeable future from ten years 
to twenty years. Each succeed- 
ing plan did this “for sure” — 
none did. 

Chief L. E. Will has long and 
continuously pointed out the 


inefficiencies of water pressure, 


location of hydrants and facil 
ties for adequately protecting | 
residences and particularly the 
community's life-blood — pack- | 
ing house facilities. Correction ' 


has been the subject of discus- 
sion of many defeated and elect- | 


ed candidates to the City Com- 
mission. 

Engineers have been employe | 
ed and plans drawn and re-! 
drawn for correction of our wa-| 
ter supply system, which has as 
its source Florida's largest body 
‘of fresh waterLake Okeecho- 
bee. 

Similar procedure was neces- 
sary for Belle Glade’s City Com- 


mission in securing the money ! 
for the water system. Arrange- ! 
ments were negotiated and a 


fiscal agent employed. Bro- 
chures® were printed but ac- 
cumulated dust in the city’s of- 
tices. 

New plans were prepared, or 
are being prepared and nobody 
seems to know just what plans 
are offered, or are to be offer- 
ed to the public on the correc- 
tion of deficiencies and evils ot 
the water system. 

Meanwhile, the local Water 
Department is doing what it 
can to remedy glaring deficien- 
cies with whatever money is 
available.

many term.“a lousy water sup- 
ply’. - 

Providing us proper water is 
the business of the City Com- 
mission! and it's been cussed 
and discussed for years! Noth- 
ing definite is in sight yet. 

Providing rebuilding of Ave- 
nue “E” is the function of the 
County Commission; it's been 
the subject of definite action for 
a bit more than a year. 

Both projects are delayed and 


the reasons are not clear to a 
lot of folks, mainly because 
they don’t understand the rami- 
fications of political commit- 
ments, financing, designing, 
planning and letting contracts. 

Maybe the County Commis- 
sce is negligent on Avenue 

maybe the City Commis- 
ues is negligent on the water 
works. Whom does the shoe 
of DELAY fit?, City or County 
Commission, could both wear it 
appropriately. 

Could one Commission appro- 
priately wear a “soft” one and 
the other a “hard” one?
